The Bank was able to leverage the $3.0 million of CPP funds received in February 2009 and the $3.5 million of CPP funds received in 

December 2009 to increase average deposits from $210.3 million in February 2009 to $242.1 in December 2009 and to $293.7 million in 

December 2010, an increase of $83.4 million.  Those deposits were deployed by increasing average loans within the Bank's local targeted 

market area by $33.8 million and increasing average securities by $68.8 by December 2010.  The increased earning assets increased the
